MICRO IMAGES DEVELOPMENT 

Engraving the Lord’s Prayer on the head of a pin 
used to be regarded as remarkable feat of compression. 
The National Cash Register Company is reported in 
Britain to have now gone much further by reprodue- 
ing the 778,746 words of the Bible on a plece of plas- 
tle measuring less than two inehes square. 

The NCR “Bible” representing the 1,245 pages of 
the Old and New Testaments—was the smallest ex- 
hibit at the recent New Yord’s Fair. It illustrates the 
development of a revolutionary information-recording 
technique known as Photoecrhomic Micro-images (or 
PCMI). 

The PCMI technique is based on the development 
ef normally-colourless photochromic dyes whieh be- 
come visible when exposed to ultra light. Because of 
the absence of “grain”, photographs and printed mat- 
ter ean be reduced in size up to 40,000 times. 

This is part of an intensive programme of re- 
search into new ways of recording business informa- 
tion. The process, likened to “microfilming micro- 
film”, will have far-reaching effects on business data- 
recording and in other areas of information storage 
such as, for example, reference libraries. 

To produce the miniature Bible took four hours. 
The tiny pages can be read by using a device similar 
te a microscape, or by projecting them on to a trans- 
lueent screen. —London Letter. 

Open Season for Black, Grey and Fox Squerrel 

The Minister announced open seasons for hunting 
blaek, grey and fox squirrels in Ontario. In southwest- 
ern Ontario, west of the western boundaries of Simcoe 
and Peel Counties, the season will be from October 3rd 
te Deeember 15, 1964, except in Essex County where 
the season will be from October 28th to December 15, 
i964. In the remainder of Ontario, the season will 
epen on September 26th and close on December 15th. 

The bag limit of ten per day and possession limit 
ef ten remains unchanged from last year. Few hunt- 
ers are taking advantage of the squirrel population in 
southwestern and southeastern Ontario. The black or 
grey squirrel provide considerable recreational oppor- 
tunities for hunters in many densely populated areas 
of the Province. 

Racoon and Fox Season 

The open season fer fox and raceoon throughout 
Ontario will be from Oetober 1, 1964 to September 30, 
1965.

SMALL ARMY PROTECTS FORESTS AS 
HOLIDAYS INCREASE FIRE DANGER 

A small army of forest fire fighters—upwards of 
2,000, supported by more than 500 extras—plus air- 
craft and tower “smoke” spotters will be closely guard- 
ing Ontario’s forests during the first week in July. 
Canada’s Dominion Day, July 1 and the July 4 U.S. In- 
dependence Day holiday week-end will see many thou- 
sands of people enjoying the province's many outdoor 
attractions. Travel through forested areas by sports- 
men, tourists, campers and others usually increase the 
danger of fire through careless acts. About 80 per 
cent of forest fires are attributed to human acts and 
have been for years. 0, as the vacation season opetis, 
the Forest Protection Branch of the Ontario Depart- 
of Lands and Forests stands at the ready. 

The first two months of the April to October fire 
season have produced a slightly above average number 
of fires and aboye normal fire losses. The season be- 
gan with a shortage of ground moisture and this contin- 
ues in the Central Region—Sault Ste. Marie; Sudbury, 
and North Bay. The future depends largely on fre- 
quent amounts of rainfall. 

Comparative figures on the number of fires and 
the area burned over in the April-May period of the fire 
season from 1960 show: 1960, 166 fires, 2,480 acres 
burned; 1961, 505 4,870 acres; 1962, 384 and 
$,017; 1963, 541 and 18,5938; 1964 fires, 13,000 
acres burned over. Much of the area burned in these 
spring fires represents grass fires rather than loss of

HOW CAN 1???

Q. How can I wash or clean 
dacron polyester, fibre-filled 
pillows?

EDITORIALS.... 


WAKE UP, LINDSAY 

It is an admirable trait to be proud of the commun- 
ity in which you live, but it is not admirable to be 
blind to that community’s faults. As a general Prac 
tice we feel Lindsay should be “boosted”, not “knocked 
and yet there are times when adverse reports have to be 
made. 

Lindsay is far from perfect in many ways, and some 
of the failings are revealed in the comments of visitors 
made to interviewers carrying ‘out the Department of 
Tourism and Information survey last year, 

Leading the list of adverse remarks those 
with respect to the poor condition of Lindsay roads, 
Lindsay roads are, generally speaking poor, yery poor, 
compared with many other similar sized towns, but here, 
two factors must be borne in mind, One is the fact 
that Lindsay Is a fairly old town and the roads are also 
old although this is not too good a reason, if it were, 
there wouldn't be a town In Europe with a good road 
left! The most important reason for the bad roads is 
that they were neglected for many, Many years by coun- 
cil while they tried to “hold the line”. Note we are not 
talking of the present council here, who are making 
a valiant effort to maintain the roadways but of the 
lack of a road-building program by councils of years 
gone by. 

; Parking was another sore spot with visitors: Here 
again the present council is doing much to alleviate the 
problem, but all too little was done in the past. 

The practice of Wednesday closing was mentioned, 
but until Lindsay realises that to attract tourists the 
town must open all day Wednesday, if necessary, for 
longer hours, the town will continue to lose trade to 
: We can get plenty of rest in 


were 


more progressive towns. 
the winter months! 

The most important fact in the survey is the fact 
that many visitors feel there is not enough to do in 
Lindsay. Now anyone who has lived outside Lindsay 
knows this is a reasonable and valid comment. Let us 
be perfectly frank. Lindsay is dead as far as a tourist 
attraction is concerned. We have mentioned before in 
these columns that the idea of Lindsay being a “gate- 
way” is ridiculous thinking. We don't want to be a 
gateway—we want people to come here specifically, 
not on their way elsewhere. 

Lindsay must do more to attract. The Academy 
Theatre will help do this. Fairytale Park will bring 
along visitors, but we must have more, many more at- 
tractions. The Scugog river banks should be made 
More attractive to visitors to encourage water-travel- 
lers to stop in the town, we badly need good restaurants, 
as the report records. Why should it be that a hungry 
visitor must go to Peterborough or Fenelon Falls to 
enjoy a Chinese dinner? 

Lindsay has much to be prond of, but also a lot to 
do to attract tourists—let us all pull our socks up. 


WE REPEAT, SPEED KILLS 

Six persons were killed in a two-car smashup in 
Arizona on Sunday and earlier in the day eight were 
killed in a head-on crash at Missouri. The lives of 
eight persons were claimed in a two-car crash near 
St. Antoine, Quebec, and four others are in critical 
condition. The human head hitting glass, steel or 
concrete at 100 feet a second gets very, very bent in- 
deed. 

Three died in a fiery collision at Windsor on Fri- 
day, a young couple and their infant son. And these 
are but a few of those who died or were maimed for 
life by automobiles, this weekend. 

Excessive speed kills, and excessive Speed can be 
anything over 60 miles an hour, or much less depend- 
ing on road conditions. An object weighing over a 
ton moving along at fifty yards a second is a menace 
to life and limb, as many, many persons have found 
to their lasting regret.

Provincial Police Inspector J. L. Erskine said com- 
plaints have come from as far as Sault Ste. Marie, the 
Welland-Niagara Falls and St. Catherines area as well 
48 Belleville, Brockville and Sudbury. 

On Friday June 11th, an 80-year-old Lindsay wo- 
man was bilked of $585 by the phony bank inspector 
swindle and similar cases have happened recently in 
Peterboro. 

Elderly widows and spinsters ving alone are usu- 
ally the victims and {it behooves us all to help protect 
these people by warning them of these racketeers. The 
police inspector said the elderly people are contacted 
by a man, claiming to be a bank inspector, who asks 
that they make a large withdrawal from their account 
£0 he can check on the honesty of bank employees. The 
phony inspector then goes to the victim's home to col- 
lect the money and supposedly to return it to the ac- 
count. 

We can all help to protect our senior citizens from 
this racket and others of a similar nature, such as 
phony roof repairs or furnace repairs by warning them 
of the dangers and asking them to telephone the police 
if they are at all suspicious.

The airport at Lake of Two Rivers in Algonquin 
Provinelal Park will be the scene on Saturday, July 
11 at 2:30 p.m. of the initial presentation of certificates 
in the Order of Algonquin, established by the Ontario 
Minister of Lands and Forests, the Hon. A. Kelso Rob- 
erts, Q.©. The public are cordially invited and admis- 
sion is free. 


The programme accompanying the presentation 
of certificates in the new Order is to Include Indian tra- 
ditional dances performed by expert Indian dancing 
groups, music, aerial forest fire fighting demonstrations 
by Lands and Forests water dropping aircraft and a 
display by a children’s camp. 

The Order of Algonquin is expected to encourage 
the public to identify Algonquin Park more intimately 
with its Indian name. The ceremonies also are expect- 
ed to create increased public interest in Ontario’s old- 
est and largest provincial park, established in 1893 and 
covering some 3,000 square miles. 


ONTARIO'S HUNDRED MUSEUMS 

Throughout Ontario, Canada, more than 100 pub- 
li¢ Museums, a score or more public art galleries, a 
dozen summer art school or colonies and numerous old 
forts and other historic sites contribute mich to the 
cultural side of vacation explorations of both residents 
of and visitors to this vast province, once a self-govern- 
ing entity within the British Empire, later a Dominon, 
and today an independently governed member of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. 


Ranging in size from the many galleries Royal On- 
tario Museum in Toronto and National Art Gallery in 
Ottawa—with their professional staffs and collections 
of provincial, national and world-wide significance—to 
small historcal museums supported locally and yolun- 
tarily staffed, every last one contains fascinating and 
even astounding items of interest for browsing visitors. 


Some relatively recent establishments are actually 


pioneer villages reborn. ‘Some specialize in one way or 
another, e.g., Provincial Park Museums concentrate 
on the archaeological history and native flora and 
fatina of the relevant park area; in Algonquin Park is 
a Pioneer Logging Hxhibit, near Midland a Huron Ind- 
fan Village (circa 1940) and in Ottawa a Canadian War 
Museum and National Aviation Museum.

On- 
tario History, a useful folder provided free by the De- 
partment of Tourism and Information, Parliament 
Buildings, Toronto, Ontario, lists all but the most rec- 
ently established museums, ploneer villages and forts, 
provincial parks museums and even the Wax Museums 
at Niagara Falls. When writing for this folder, histor- 
ically minded residents and persons planning an Ontario 
vacation are advised to also request a well-illustrated 
brochures describing many Intriguing historic gites, 
ie., Historic Ontario - Old Upper Canada.

BRAIN HEMMORHAGE 
FATAL TO YOUNGSTER / 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Re- 
cently, I heard of a 19-year-old 
boy dying of brain hemmor- 
hage. He was _ previously 
healthy and seemed normal in 
every way. How do you ex- 
plain it? Mrs. D. 

Comment: You might call it 
a birth defect in ‘many such 
cases. The patient is born 
with a weakness in the wall of 
one of the large blood vessels 
in the brain. As it gets thinner 
and thinner we call this bal- 
looning out of the artery an 
aneurysm. It may not give 
any symptoms for years. When 
the wall weakens, the bursting 
artery causes the hemorrhage. 
Fortunately, this is a relatively} 
rare disease.

WHEN GRANDMAS 
DESERVE THANKS 

In this little saga in which a 
16-year-old girl is a problem 
thumbsucker, you will see that 
tension is probably the cause; 
that there is a wonderful, un- 
derstanding grandma who 
will probably do more for her 
granddaughter than any doe- 
tor can. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
granddaughter will be 16 next 
month and still sucks her 
thumb. Practically all the 
time. As a small child she 
was outgoing, extremely 
friendly and a leader among 
her playmates. Now she finds 
it hard to make friends and 
suffers from loneliness. 

She is tactful and consider- 
ate to an unusual degree for 
her age, has a keen sense of 
responsibilty; never needs any- 
one to push her to do her 
homework. She is intelligent, 
speaks English, French, Span- 
ish. Due to her father’s occu- 
pation she has gone to school 
in different countries in Latin 
America, South Africa. She 
spent one year in the US.A 

Here is where I come in on 
the problem. In a few weeks 
she is coming here from 
South Africa to go to school 
and will live with us. My hus- 


band and I are 76 years old, 
which is a bit too old to take 
over a child at that normally 
somewhat difficult age. But 
God and circumstances seem 
to have dictated in that way 
and we want to do the best for 
her that we possibly can, na- 
turally, Asset: she loves us 
dearly and I am her “contact 
person”.

Ottawa—(UPI)—Five flights up in 
the centre block of Parliament there's 
a tiny cafeteria—known as the gossip 
factory—where some of the best news 
stories of the day come to the surface 
over coffee cups and toast. 

To the tourist, this is the ordinary 
eating spot where you can get a cup 
of coffee and a donut, or a bowl of 
soup and a sandwich. 

But if the tourist looks closely he'll 
see a row of tables down its centre 
with some pretty important _ people 
gathered. 


And if he knows his politics, he'll 
recognize cabinet ministers, govern- 
Ment M-Ps and front benchers from 
the opposition parties. 

This is neutral ground. Conserya- 
tives and Liberals, Social Credit and 
Creditiste sit beside and across from 
each other with members of the par- 
liamentary press gallery. 

They chat about everything and 
anything. Legislation is hashed over, 
members of all parties sound each 
other out and they discuss it with 
the press. 


There's an unwritten Jaw that what 
should he written out of these conver- 
fations, can be. But nothing person- 
al, nothing damaging—while it is said 
—is never reported. 


A confidence given in this room has 
never been known to be broken. 

Nearly everyone pops in and out 
through the day. Tables are used by 
everyone from secretaries to building 
plumbers—and yet stories that belong 
in the goasip factory never leave.

Ottawa—(UPI)—Five flights up in 
the centre block of Parliament there's 
a tiny cafeteria—known as the gossip 
factory—where some of the best news 
Stories of the day come to the surface 
over coffee cups and toast. 

‘To the tourist, this is the ordinary 
eating spot where you ean get a cup 
of coffee and a donut, or a bowl of 
soup and a sandwich. 

But if the tourist looks closely he'll 
see a row of tables down its centre 
with some pretty important people 
gathered. 


And if he knows his polities, he'll 
recognize cabinet ministers, govern- 
ment M-Ps and front benchers from 
the opposition parties. 

This is neutral ground. Conserya- 
tives and Liberals, Social Credit and 
Creditiste sit beside and across from 
each other with members of the par- 
liamentary press gallery, 

They chat about eyerything and 
anything. Legislation is hashed oyer, 
members of all parties sound each 
other out and they discuss it with 
the press. 


There’s an unwritten law that what 
should be written ont of these conyer- 
sations, can be. But nothing person- 
al, nothing damaging—while it is said 
—is never reported. 


A confidence given in this room has 
never been known to be broken. 

Nearly everyone pops in and out 
through the day. Tables are used by 
everyone from secretaries to building 
plumbers—and yet stories that belong 
in the gossip factory never leave, 


There are other stories though that 
do get out. New and yeteran news- 
men are filled in here on the hack- 
ground behind the legislation hefore 
parliament. 

Often they learn what is coming up. 
They are always entertained. Jokes 
and anecdotes flicker through the 
conversations. 


“Did you know that some one stole 
Prik Nielsen's airplane the other day,” 
@ conyersation begins. “It was worth 
35-thonsand dollars.”

A couple of years ago a larger — 
probably 10 times the size — coffee 
shop was put into the basement of the 
West Block and the fifth-floor shop 
was closed for a time for repairs. 

People on the hill missed it like a 
man who has giyen up smoking after 
20 years of doing it. 


The West Block cafeteria never be- 
came the gossip factory on the same 
scale and neyer will. 

Tt doesn't have the same atmosphere 
and tradition that took decades to de- 
velop ., . an atmosphere that a form- 
er M-P or member of the press gallery 
can feel at home in after years of being 
away from parliament.

On a bright summer’s day a man 
moves easily across his lawn behind a 
mower from which comes only the low 
whir of spinning blades, The fragrance 
of fresh-cut grass fills the air. 

He is using a power mower but there 
is no roar or odor of a gasoline engine, 
Nor is there the long cord of an electric 
motor, which he must beware of cut- 
ting at every turn and be careful not 
to wind around a tree. 

The explanation of this latest boon 
which may yet make gracious suburb- 
an living really gracious: he is mowing 
with a machine powered by nickel- 
cadmium batteries. When he finishes, 
he will plug into house-hold current, 
probably in a garage outlet, and re- 
charge the batteries in plenty-of time 
for the next sally across the yard.. 

At the same time, his wife may be 
vacuuming the house with a machine 
that blessedly doe’ not fave’a cord for 
ever catching under the table leg or 
pulling out of the electric socket when 
she tries to reach that last far corner. 

She, too, has been freed of the frus- 
trating link to the wall outlet by the 
newest advance in portable power — 
the rechargeable nickel-cadmium bat- 
tery. 

The happy pictures painted here are 
not mere yisions of the future, either, 
The cordless lawn mower and yacuum 
cleaner are already operational, as 
they say in the aerospace industry. 
Prototypes haye been built and are 
working, and soon a lady on the West 
Coast is going to have to kiss somebody. 
She read an International Nickel ad- 
vertisément of a few years ago predict- 
ing the cordless cleaner, and wrote in 
promising to do just that if it came true. 

At its present stage, the mower pow- 
ered with rechargeable nickel-cadmium 
batteries can cut a one-quarter-acre 
lawn before needing to be replenished. 

These products, and a number of 
others similarly powered, stand today 
as bright indicators of what ¢an be ac- 
complished, They illustrate the phil- 
osophy of our company, Whose con- 
Sumer products division manufactures 
“Eveready” batteries, and which looks 
to the nickel-cadmium battery to spark 
a completely new market in the not- 
too-distant future, 

Presently available with batteries 
which can be recharged several hun- 
dred times are a host of items. Included 
are; toothbrush, cordless electric drill, 
hedge trimmer, shaver, grass clipper, 
ice crusher, restaurant lamp, electron- 
ie flash unit, hair curler, and floor pol- 
isher-serubber. ; 

In the Rechargeable Batter Systems 
Department of Union Carbide, engi- 
neers strive constantly to widen the 
field for rechargeable batteries. In 
opening up a new industrial horizon, 
one of the most difficult things is to 
free oneself of preconceived opinions. 

In cordless product design, the first 
consideration to bear in mind is the 
selection of the project. Summed up, 
this simply: “Any short-term job that 
can be electrified for greater conven- 
jence is a gandidate for a cordless as- 
sist’.’ 

The most lively prospects for nickel- 
cadmium batteries are appliances which 
perform jobs that are done routinely, 
in motion, and away from wall plugs.

A proposed product would be checked 
against this list: 
1. Used in motion (or would be bet- 
ter is so used), 
Normally used away from wall 
plug (better without a cord) 
8. Usually operated by people (and 
requiring less than 200 watts 
peak power).

4. Short time per use (a few minutes ~ 


to a few hours with plenty of re- 

charge time). 

5. Performs a fatiguing type of work 

(probably repetitive). 

The probability of success of a new 
design becomes somewhat more appar- 
ent when studied against these factors. 
But not all factors need to be met to 
make a success, if there is an overrid- 
ing attribute. 

The flashlight, the toothbrush and 
the electric shaver (san cord and re- 
chargeable) haye been outstanding 
successes for obvious reasons. Few 
electric shayer fans have not found 
themselves at some time where they 
wanted to freshen up and, amazingly, 
there was no outlet available. 

Some electrical appliances have, of 
course, been marked down as having 
no chance of success as cordless mod- 
els. These include the refrigerator, 
which usually does not require mobil- 
ity; the electric range, which needs 
high power and remains in one loca- 
tion, and the electric iron, which, al- 
though used in motion, has power re- 
quirements of 1000 watts for a couple 
of hours, 

But many products still loom as 
possibilities for the nickel-cadmium 
treatment. A few are: hair dryers, pow- 
er saws, shoe brushes, hair brushes, 
warming trays, can 0,-ners and blend- 
ers. All of these items obyiously 
would be more useful and more con- 
venient if they were cordless and were 
plugged into a wall outlet only when 
As soon as a project is de- 
cided upon, the design problems starts, 
and here, too, is where a vital decision 
must be made: cordless, yes, but with 
throw-away dry batteries or recharg- 
eable types? Eventually cost to the con- 
Sumer to get a job done is a vital fac- 
tor. 


Both kinds of batteries store one or 
two watt hours per cubie inch. Throw- 
aways store from 10 to 30 watt hours 
per pound; rechargeables weight about 
twice as much. Throw-aways cost a- 
bout six cents per watt hour up, but 
are good for only one use. Sealed re- 
chargeable batteries cost about $1.50 
per watt hour up at retail but can be 
reused hundreds of times to bring the 
per-cost below one cent per watt hour, 

Which means that nickel-cadmium 
batteries get the nod if electrical re- 
quirements are high or very frequent 
S80 that the operating cost per hour of 
use becomes realistic. 

In summary, there is no automatic 
formula for design of effective cordless 
devices. The best thing to do is to 
“throw away the book,” concentrate 
the study on the basic functions that 
the device is to perform for people, and 
then use good engineering principles 
to design the whole! project as a uni- 
fied system. 

There is no doubt that the field is 
vast and its posibilities barely begin- 
ning to be recognized. An old friend, 
the battery, in its modern nickel-cad- 
mium dress and with rechargeable tal- 
ent is going to make life brighter — 
and easier—for a lot of us.

Be sure that they are 
looking out at the view, rather 
than staring directly at the 
camera,

the story. 

If you come across a view 
that really thrills you, stop and 
snap it.

An Unfashionable Testament 


The editorial reprinted below appear- 
ed in the Packet and Times of Orillia 
and was written by the paper's publish- 
er James B. Lamb. It has been quoted 
and reprinted many times from coast 
to coast. 

“T love Canada. 

Macleans Magazine assures me that 
no Canadian loves his country, and a 
thousand critics inform me that there 
is no such thing as a Canadian, no sep- 
arate and distinct Canadian identity. 

I'm one. 

Politicians and pundits assure me 
that there is no Canadian flag, no 
Canadian national anthem, but I am 
content with our flag, a sort of red en- 
sign with the Canadian coat of arms in 
the fly, and I am always moved when a 
good band plays “the Queen,” but I 
could learn to stand up for “O Canada,” 
too. 


I love Canada, 

There are people like Rene Leves- 
que and Marcel Chaput who alternate- 
ly assail me for oppressing my French- 
Canadian brothers and threaten me 
with a promise to pull Quebee out of 
confederation, but I have been ship- 
mates with Johnny Bernatechez and 
drank wtih the Van Doos and kissed 
Ghislaine Gagnon and voted for St. 
Laurent and saluted George Vanier 
and cheered Jean Beliveau, and I know 
they're Canadians, too. We both learn

DETERMINING FITNESS 


The question of whether or not an 
elderly person is physically fit and able 
to operate a motor yehicle is an im- 
portant one. It would be unfair to de- 
prive drivers of their operating rights 
by age alone as standards of fitness 
vary but it is most desirable that unfit 
persons be kept from the public roads, 

The Province of Ontario does not re- 
quire routine medical examination of 
applicants for driver’s licences, but as 
physical standards of fitness to drive 
do exist, and doctor’s are indirectly in- 
volved in the issuing of licences to 
their patients when they receive a re- 
quest from the Medical Advisory Board 
of the Department of Transport, the 
new booklet issued by the Ontario 
Medical Association to guide doctors 


THE WELFARE STATE 


It is time the government considered 
the overall picture of welfare in this 
country so that the problem of the un- 
employed, the sick and the aged, hospi- 
talization, old age pensions, training 
and re-training the labour force, re- 
search, and housing etc., can be solved. 

The attainment and preservation of 
national health must be a primary ob- 
jective of the Canadian people and a 
pension plan for the aged must be con- 
sidered, The question is can we do 
these things on top of all our present 
welfare programmes, each of which is 
growing in extent and cost. 

A statement issued by the Hxecutive 
Council of the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce reads, “The Canadian 
Chamber supports sound social secur- 
ity measures. The Chamber believes, 
however, all such programmes must be 
well founded, with well-considered a- 
greement on priorities. They should 
have regard to the amount of the 
country’s resources that should be ap- 
plied in this way, and should be design- 
ed to make the most effective use of 
these resources.” 

The proposed health programme is 
not the only new commitment Canada 
must face and the undertaking of any 
new expenditures must be carefully 
weighed against the regressive effects 
of increased government spending 
upon Canada’s ability to remain com- 
petitive in world markets, and remain 
competitive we must if there are to be 
job opportunities for our young people, 
and continued growth in the economy, 

The Canada Pension Plan also re- 
quires much study and discussion be- 
fore it is put into effect, the present 
plan does not meet the needs of the 
present aged population of Canada.

The booklet, “A Guide for Physicians 
in determining fitness to drive a motor 
vehicle” contains a section of classifi- 
cation of drivers with abnormalities and 
indicates possible courses of action to 
be taken: Fit to drive, Unfit to drive, 
Driving Test required or a further medi- 
eal examination by a specialist, 

A final decision as to whether an eld- 
erly citizen can drive is made by the 
Medical Advisory Committee of the De- 
partment of Transport which sits in 
Toronto, and after considering all ay- 
ailable information passes final judge- 
ment on cases referred to it. 


Not to be Feared 


It is hard to avoid the conclusion that 
much of the current hullabaloo con- 
cerning the supposed terrors of advanc- 
ing automation serves no useful pur- 
pose whatever. What it does do in 
Many cases is arouse needless fears. 

No one in his right mind supposes 
that the accelerating pace of techno- 
logical change is not a force to be reck- 
oned with, posing as it does many 
social problems. But there is every rea- 
son to believe that we will meet the 
challenge intelligently and with re- 
source, and indeed evidence is not lack- 
ing that we are already doing so. 

Three things are often forgotten, the 
first being that technoligical progress is 
no new phenomenon of our time. Al- 
though it may gallop today where form- 
erly it crawled, it is still essentially a 
continuation of the same process 
known to our fathers and grandfathers 
and those before them. 


The second is that each generation 
has had its share of frightened men, 
along with those who have preyed up- 
on their often quite natural and under- 
Standable fears. More than three 
hundred years ago, hand copyists in 
Paris were driven to riot against the 
introduction of the printing press, while 
a Danzig mob around the same time 
actually drowned the inventor of a 
wool-weaying machine, 


In 1707, bargmen on Germany’s 
Fulda River successfully burned the 
forerunner of the first steamboat, 
thereby delaying steam-propelled ships 
by a hundred years. And in 1780, 
Mnglish hand-spinners wrecked Rich- 
ard Arkwright’s new cotton spinning 
machinery, Within 25 years, however, 
with spinning machines, textile employ- 
Ment had multiplied over forty times 
over, ; 


There was much more excuse for 
these men—as for the Ludities of 150 
years ago—than for the alarmists of 
1964 who see the machines of to- 
morrow as condemning most of us to a 
life of idleness within a matter of years. 

The third thing which these later- 
day Jeremlahs forget is that work is 
not an end in itself. We work to live 
better and enjoy a more complete and

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PRESERVING WILD LIFE 


One of the organisations that is doing 
much to help preserve wild life in many 
parts of the world is the Fauna Pres- 
ervation Society. Richard Fitter, the 
honorary secretary, spoke about the 
work of the Society in the BBC Gener- 
al Overseas Service programme, ‘Here 
and Now,’ 

Financed by voluntary subseription, 
the Society publishes a journal called 
‘Oryx’, and very appropriately the most 
important recent activity had been the 
organizing of Operation Oryx. This 
had involved the saving of a number of 
extremely rare Arabian oryx, one of the 
rarest antelopes In the world, by cap- 
turing them and taking them to Ameri- 
ca, Where they are living in a zoo in Ar- 
izona under suitable desert conditions, 
“We hope to ensure the survival of the 
species by building up a breeding stock, 
and eventually we hope that it will be 
possible to release them again in Ara- 
bia.” ( 

Wild life was threatened in every 
country and continent, Besides Arab- 
jan oryx, in considerable danger were 
several species of rhinoceros and mon- 
keys—the orang-utang, for instance, 
was going downhill very rapidly; and in 
one small area in India there were only 
a few lions left. 

Mr, Fitter said that the Fauna Pres- 
ervation Society Was also worried a- 
bout the blue whale, the largest animal 
in the world. “We are afraid that the 
whaling industry is using up the whales 
at such a rate, although it has an agree- 
ment at the moment not to take any 
more, that within a few years the blue 
whale will be almost extinct. We are 
concerned to see that agreements are 
come to, and are adhered to. There 
is a body called the International Whal- 
ing Commission, and naturally if a 
special body exists, a society like the 
F.P.S, does not take any direct action; 
but in the case of the rhinoceroses 
there is no special body internation- 
ally, and therefore we hope to be able 
to take some action.” 

The best way of tackling the preser- 
vation of each animal had to be found 
out in each country. Mr, Fitter thought 
the important thing was to ensure that 
here were local sanctuaries and that the 
local authorities had the funds to op- 
erate. ‘In Madagascar the forests 
where the rare lemurs live are disap- 
pering at a great rate. If the forests 
go, we cannot help the lemurs; so 
there one has first of all to try to stop 
the cutting down of forests and then 
set up a sanctuary, making sure that 
it is properly policed.” —London Letter.

rewarding life than those who went 
before us. It is our great good fortune 
to live in an age when this is not only 
possible, but patently so, and we are 
certainly infinitely better equipped in 
every way to cope with attendant 
problems than were earlier societies. 

Within the past 20 years alone, we 
have accomplished wonders in terms of 
improved productivity and rising liv- 
ing standards, And with all this has 
come increased leisure, higher levels of 
education and travel on a scale never 
before known. 

Let is not be overlooked either, 
that in Canada (as in other countries) 
these same years have seen remarkable 
changes in the composition of our 
working population, the most notable 
being the huge reduction in the size of 
our agricultural labour foree. Yet 
not only have we greatly increased our 
farm production in terms of both quan- 
tity and quality, but we have also ab- 


sorbed into the manufacturing and 
service industries the more than half- 
a-million workers who have left the 
farms, displaced by tractors, combines, 
harvesters and other more efficient 
machines, 

Yes, there will have to be more and 
better re-training programs as well as 
other adjustments before we can be 
satisfied we are doing all that is neces- 
sary, but our achievements thus far 
surely entitle us to face a more highly 
automated future with confidence 
rather than alarm. —Industry. 


New Light on Keats 


The work of a biographer is much 
like that of a scientist or a detective— 
in the patient search for facts, the 
cross-checking of detail, the going over 
a trail that seems cold in the hope of 
finding a missed clue. This was abun- 
dantly clear when Joanna Richardson 
interviewed Robert Gittings, who has 
already written two books on Keats 
and is now working on a new critical 
biography, in the BBC General Over- 
seas Service weekly programme ‘Life 
and Letters’. 


Mr. Gittings was in no way dis- 
couraged by the fact that two new 
books on Keats have recently appear- 
ed. He believed that many facts about 
his life and the circumstances in which 
he wrote his poems could still be re- 
yealed by exploring first-hand material. 
For example, in investigating the well- 
known Chancery suit involving money 
which should have come to Keats from 
his maternal grandfather, but never 
did, previous blographers had merely 
looked at that part of the suit which 
started a year after the grandfather's 
death. He himself had gone to the 
actual Chancery records at the Public 
Record Office in London, and a com- 
plicated search had revealed that the 
suit had started earlier, almost immed- 
jately after the grandfather's death, 
and had been of a violence and bitter- 
ness that must have split the family 
and had considerable effect on the dif- 
ficulties of Keat’s boyhood.

ery will over 200 years made by any- 
body called Keats. I think I have gone 
through every birth and death for a 
hundred years in a whole cluster of 
London parishes.” 

The search had given him some views 
on Keats, notably that he was a much 
better physcian and surgeon than had 
been reckoned, It was common know- 
ledge that Keats trained as a doctor, 
but people tended to dismiss this as 
something which he gave up very glad- 
ly for literature, and was in fact never 
yery good at it. “I think that right up 
to the end of his life he was quite will- 
ing to go back and be an apothecary, 
and that he must have had a lot of 
heart-burning about it, because if you 
look at the medical records of the time 
he appears to have been a good deal 
better qualified than people have ever 
given him credit for.” 

Referring later in the interyiew to the 
controversial ‘Bright Star’ sonnet, said 
to be Keat’s last poem, written to Fanny 
Brawne when he went to Italy in 1820, 
Gittings said that it was quite clear 
from the actual piece of paper on which 
it was written that it was not the last 
sonnet Keats wrote. He had copied it 
out for his friend Severn, who nursed 
him in his last illness, on the boat on 
his way to Rome, but he had written it 
well over a year before. It was written 
on the flyleaf of a book, and because to 
Keats one of his poems was not a man- 
uscript to be treasured, as it would be 
today, when he happened to think of 
another poem afterwards he had turn- 
ed the book and cross-written the draft 
of the new poem, just as people used to 
cross their letters in those days. The 
beginning of the second poem, whose 
date was known, made it possible to fix 
the very latest date at which the 
‘Bright Star’ sonnet could have been 
written, This was the sort of thing 
that proved the value of sticking to 
facts and concrete documents, and go- 
ing back to the original sources, 

Although so far, said Gittings, he had 
covered in detail only up to the spring 
of 1817, when Keats was just over 
twenty-one, s0 much had emerged al- 
ready in that rather limited period that 
he had great hopes in the course of his 
long-term task of a lot more turning 
up in the later and more important 
period, when Keats was writing his 
greatest poems, —BBC London Letter

Game law enforcement necessary 
states Lands and Forests Dept. 


The work of the Department 
of Lands and Forests is for the 
most part interesting and plea- 
sant, but like all occupations, 
the work has its less pleasant 
aspects, reports District For- 
ester AE. Walroth. 

Without a doubt the least 
savory of these is the enforce- 
ment of fish and game laws. 

That the citizenry of any lo- 
cality is largely law abiding, is 
an established fact; but it is 
equally true that a small per- 
centage of the citizenry of any 
locality is either unwilling or 
unable to accept and abide by 
the game laws enacted by our 
legislators who are acting on 
the advice of biologists, natural 
scientists and others acting on 
the advice of biologists, natur- 
al scientists and others inti- 
mately familiary with the life 
habits of fish and game and 
whose recommendations are 
based solely on their desire to 
maintain a balance between 
that which is harvested and 
that which is left to assure the 
continuance of the species. 

Thus law enforcement be- 
comes necessary. 

The practice of recent years 
of putting forth a concentrat- 
ed effort during the critical 
enforcement periods such as 
the spring and fall spawning 
runs, the pre deer and moose 
seasons and winter fishing 
season was continued in 1963- 
64 and will be continued in 
the future. 

It is during these times when 
game is most vulnerable and 
traditionally, violations are 
most frequent that the Conser- 
vation Officer must emphasize 
enforcement if he is to limit 
the success of the game law 
transgressor. 

At other times enforcement 
is designed to mesh with and 
complement other aspects of 
the Conservation  Officer’s 
work. 

“Tt is our feeling that mem- 
bers of the public are becom- 
ing more appreciative of the 
role of enforcement in the 
overall program of fish and 
wildlife management”, said 
Mr. Walroth, 

“This is important because 
in the conduct of their patrols 
Conservation Officers must 
make fairly frequent periodic 
checks of hunters and fisher- 
men. the vast majority of whom 
have the sincerest respect for 
the laws, and are completely 
innocent of any wrongdoing.” 

“Some can accept the Con- 
servation Officers visit phil- 
osophically and even take the 
opportunity to add fo their 
knowledge of their sport and 
or laws governing it; others 
are, of course, chagrined and| 
perhaps affronted, not so much 
because of the delay or pos- 
sible inconvenience but be- 
cause Of the implication that 
they might be guilty of an of- 
fense,” he said,

Walroth, “but we would like 
to point out that when a De- 
partment of Lands and Forests 
boat approaches yours on a

Activity programme organized 


by the Lindsay Recreation Commission 


What is recreation? Recrea- 
tion, according to George D. 
Butler, author of “Introduc- 
tion to Community Recreation 
may be considered as any acti- 
yity which is not consciously 
performed for the sake of any 
reward beyond itself; which is 
usually engaged in during lei- 
sure; which offers man an out- 
let for physical, mental, or 
creative powers, and in which 
he engages because of inner 
desire and not because of outer 
compulsion. 

Recreation in Lindsay is 
many things as revealed in a 
visit to several of the play- 
grounds this week.

| More meals do not mean 
|more pounds, he added. 
\We've found in reducing 
|diets“, he said, “That if feed- 
jings are divided more, the re- 
|sult is more muscle and less 
|fat”. 
| Goodhart, who has written 
\three books on nutrition, in- 
icluding one which is stanadard 
|medical text, also challenges 
ithe cereal-egg pattern as 
|standard morning menu. 

“Breakfast could be kippers, 
jas it is In some countries, or 
isteak” he said. 
| Then there's Goodhart’s 
ifeeling about milk in the diet. 
‘“It is not the perfect food”, 
|said the physician. 

“Milk is for calves and 
jbabies. How do we know 
‘whether by forcing a lot of 
‘milk down our teen-agers’ 
\throats that we aren't laying 
the groundwork for heart 
disease later in life?” 
| He explained that milk has a 
high animal fat content-A fat 
iwhich some members of the 
‘medical profession link with 
‘high cholesterol content in 
the body and cholesterol’s 
connection in turn with circul- 
‘atory diseases. 
| Goodhart describes the habit 
of some parents of the “now 
drink your milk” school who 
ifigure children will thrive on 
lit “at the expense” of other 
foods. 

Milk has many of the vita- 

mins and minerals the body 
needs, but too much can spoil 
ithe appetite for other things 
‘also needed for health, he said. 
| “For children, I would put a 
jceiling on four glasses of 
lwhole milk a day”, he said. 
| “For adults, two glasses, and 
ithat skimmed milk. This 
‘be even less if cheese or other 
jdairy products are included”. 
| He said children should be 
‘offered a wide variety of foods 
lif they're to keep eating var- 
liety when they’re grown. 
| “When kids are little they'll 
eat almost anything”, said 
|Goodhart. “By the time they're 
/9 or 10 their lifetime eating 
jhabits are pretty well shaped”. 
|'That’s why he advocates nu- 
itrition instruction in grade

The funeral of a quiet, just 
and gentle man took place 
from the Mackey funeral home, 
Monday afternoon when the 
late E. A. Gee was laid to rest 
in Riverside Cemetery. 


He was well and ‘favorably 
known as a Lindsay lawyer and 
for many years as police Magis- 
trate. Just, gentle, mild, but 
in the dispensation of law he 
was also upright and fair. As 
chief judicial officer in Lind- 
say he was admired for the 
maaner with which he temper- 
ed justice with leniency and of- 
fenders of the law realized that 
they would be dealt with hon-) 
estly and justly, but not perse- 
cuted. Many a young offender 
appearing before the late Ma- 
gistrate was given a second 
chance and he was known to 
have had Jaw breakers ap- 
proach him, humbly thanking 
him for his fair dealing. 


The late Mr. Gee was a fa- 
mily man and he was also fra- 
ternal and community minded 
In nis practice of law he wit- 
nessed and encountered hard 
days in the time when depres- 
sion. blasted the country, and 
also experienced a fair share 
of good days. 

friends at the funeral par- 
lors recalled the manner in 
which he quietly scolded cul- 
prits and law-breakers by 
quoting a passage of the Bible 
appropos to the-ecase:~In this’ 
regard he was one of the most 
widely quoted Magistrates in 
the metropolitan press. 


Ephraim Allan Gee was the 
son of the late Hiram Gee and 
Barbara Hoover. The late 
Ephraim Gee received his 
early education at the rural 
public school in Rainham 
Township and consequently at 
Hagersville High School and 
Caledonia Model school. After 
graduation be taught in Haldi- 
mand county schools for three 
years. In 1903 he went west 
on a harvest excursion settling 
at Gainsborough, Manitoba for 
a year during which time he 
played coronet in the Gains- 
borough hand.

Ephraim Gee spent four 
years in the employ of the 
Land Titles office and during 
this time was in contact with 
many lawyers and law stu- 
dents.

(UPI) — Thomas H. Grimes 
would declare a war on poverty 
too — the “cultural poverty” 
in the home environment of 
many children. 

Grimes, a researcher whose 
interest is tots and play, says 
that the nation today is put-/ 
ting all the stress on education | 
from its formal aspects, getting | 
the high school graduate admit- | 
ted to college, getting bonds 
floated to build new high 
school and college complexes. 
He'd like to see the accent bal- 
anced so that some of it is put 
on the pre-school years. These, 
he said, all too often are the 
neglected ones. 

“Yet,” said Grimes, “the 
child psychologists, the pe-| 
diatricians, the other experts 
have determined that these are 
the formative ones, 

“At no other time in life is 
there such a general deyelop- 
ment as there is in the child’s 
first five years. He is reaching 
out physically, mentally, psy- 
chologically. 

“Tt is a pitty that in so many 
homes there is nothing to en-) 
courage, satisfy. challenge. 
There’s a cultural poverty.” 

Wage war on it, he suggest-| 
ed, by providing the essentials/ 
of the challenge — learning} 
through toys that develop co-| 
ordination, dexterity, mental 
agility, learning through asso- 
ciation with other children, the 
beginnings of living in the 
world community. 

“The child needs parental 
guidance in these things,” said 
Grimes, “and sometimes a

“The mother who is busy 
can be excused to an extent,” 
he said, “and I don’t mean) 
busy with bridge, the beauty) 
shop and the crossword.” 

Grimes climbed atop the 
soapbox for the pre-school set 
because of his job as vice-pre- 
sident and director of research!

PECULIAR FORMULAS 
FOR FEELING BETTER 

One’s state of mind plays an 
important part in influencing 
health. I am not referring to 
phychosomatic compaints here 
What I mean is that many per- 
sons have their own peculiar 
formulas for feeling better. 


Over the years I have heard’ 


many: 
A well-known trial lawyer 
who had an overweight pro- 


blem for years at last licked it | 


by sending himself a postcard 
at least three times a week 
with these words: “Are you a 
man or a pig?” asked the 
judge. Somehow he could not 
justify his appearance before 
a judge in the courtroom un- 
less he had stuck to his diet 
and losing poundage. 

A colleague of mine had 
these words printed and 
framed on his desk, ““Remem- 
ber, someday you'll be next”. 
He said it prevented him from 
being curt and impatient. Be- 
sides, it made him feel good to 
think how much he could do 
for the sick and frightened. 

One lady who had suffered 
from the aches of osteoarthrit- 
is for many years begged me 
to prescribe the juice of a 
whole lemon in hot water 
every 
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patients. She swore that it was 
the lemon juice and nothing 
else which gave her so much 
| comfort. 

I promised her I would, as I 
could see no harm in it. To 
be sure many who tried it also} 
began to sing its praises in full- 
jthroated accolades. 1 told 
them that sometimes arthritis 
gets better by itself for a while. 
{But they insisted it was the 
lemon juice that did the trick. 

There’s the manufacturer 
\long since retired and now in 
‘his middle 70’s who still be- 
llieves that Dr. Coue was right. 
At least a dozen times a day 
he repeats: “Day by day in 
jevery away I’m getting better 
and better”. 
| Dear Dr. Steincrohn: What 
jis meant by “regional illeitis’’? 

Comment: The ileum is the 
lower portion of the small in- 
\testine. Tleitis is an inflamma- 
‘tory disease which involves 
|this region. It is usually a

lacterized by flareups and 
‘quiescent periods. If diet and)

a routine X-ray of her lungs 
the doctor discovered that my 
wife has a “coin’’ lesion. He 
advises immediate surgical 
consultation with view to pos- 
sible operation. That's quite 
a pill to swallow for a person 
like my wife who hasn’t got 
one itsy-bitsy complaint, She 
feels fine. What do you say-- 
Mr. B. 

Comment: I say that it’s for- 
tunate she had the X-ray. The 
medical term for a coin lesion 
(a little, rounded shadow on 
the X-ray plate) is solitory pul- 
monary nodule. According to 
a recent paper I heard on 
the subject of lung tumors, a 
surgeon with extensive exper- 
jence with these (and other 
lung tumors) said that the so- 
called coin lesion is cancer- 
ous in about 40 per cent of 
cases. 

Perhaps this information 
(and I wish it could be other- 
wise) will indicate why your 
doctor is so anxious for your 
wife to have surgical consulta- 
tion and possible surgery. 
Time is on your wife’s side. 
Better not throw away the ad-

Agricultural Stabilization 
Board Report 

Net costs and payments amounted to 
$124,789,916 for the 1968-64 fiscal year 
ended March 381, the Agricultural Sta- 
bilization Board reports. 

Although it is an increase of about 
$52,900,000 from the previous year, 
general operating costs and subsidy 
and deficiency payments were about 
the same as in 1962-63. Main reason 
for the higher costs was a revaluation 
of stocks held by the Board. 

The revaluation of stocks to estimat- 
ed market values, the first undertaken 
since the inception of the Stabilization 
Board, showed a loss of about $50,000,- 
000, This amount, however, was in- 
curred largely in previous years. Up 
to the last fiscal year, stocks had been 
carried at the purchase value plus car- 
rying charges,

Why Lights Burn Late At 
The Royal Canadian Mint 
by Norval A. Parker, 

Master, Royal Canadian Mint 

The Wall Street Journal ran an 
article earlier this year in which it re- 
ported that my opposite number in the 
United States, Miss Hya Adams, some- 
times wistfully thinks about how easy 
a mint director's life must have been at 
the turn of the century when there 
were no vending machines, parking 
meters or other voracious gobblers of 
coins, The article was quick to point 
out that the modern Miss Adame is not 
against progress; her point {s merely 
that it is a difficult matter to keep up 
with 1964 demands for coins in mints 
built in a less popular and less automa-~ 
ted era. 

The news item reminded me once a- 
gain of the many things — including 
coinage problems—which we Canad- 
jans and our neighbors to the south 
share in common. For we, too, are 
hard put to keep the supply of coins in 
line with ever-increasing demands. 
Most nights of the year the lights burn 
late in the turreted, fortress-like struc- 
ture that houses the Royal Canadian 
Mint in Ottawa. The building, inei- 
dentally, dates back to 1908. In 
that year, some five million pieces were 
minted, Last year, in the same build- 
ing, we turned out almost 400 million 
coins, 

There are a number of factors whet- 
ting what seems to be an almost insat- 
jable national appetite for coins. There 
is, first of all, the increase in popula- 


tion, The Canadian number 19,102,- 


000 today, compared with 6,625,000 
when the Mint was built. Then, too, 
Canada is enjoying unprecedented 
prosperity; more people have more 
money. In less affluent times, coins 
did not stay in pockets and purses long; 
they were quickly spent to buy the ne- 
cessities of life. And, of course, there 
are the factors mentioned earlier — 
automatic vending machines and other 
coin-operated devices, Sales taxes also 


require great quantities of change. ~ 


Finally, there are the numismatists, 
more of them than ever before, whose 
collections hold million of coins that 
would otherwise be in circulation. 

Just how busy we at the Mint have 
been making money for other people 
(and for the Canadian Government as 
well, since, the Mint is a profit-making 
operation) can be seen from these fig- 
ures: the Royal Canadian Mint issued 
898 million coins in 1963, 45 million 
more than in 1961. Prior to 1959, 114 
million pieces would haye been consid- 
ered normal production for a year. 

To achieve the new production rec- 
ords set in each of the past four years, 
the Mint has operated on schedules 
from 18 hours a day to around the 
clock. We have put just about every bit 
of floor space to productive use. And 
we have installed modern high-speed 
blanking and coining presses to help us 
to keep pace with increased demand. 

In Canada’s very early days there 
was little, if any, demand for coins, The 
Indians were not interested in trading 
their valuable furs for the white man’s 
“worthless” metal. They insisted on 
beads and muskets, Perhaps no other 
country has had so many different 
types of money as Canada. At one time 
or another during its early history, 
everything from Indian wampum to 
playing cards, from Spanish “pieces of 
eight” to French sols (copper penies) 
was circulated in Canada as a medium 
of exchange. 

Canada’s first official coinage was 
authorized by the Statute of the Proy- 
ince of Canada in 1857, and the next 
year the first subsidiary Canadian 
coins—twenty, ten, five and one-cent 
pleces—were put into circulation. All 
of Canada’s coins were minted in Bng- 
land, either at the Royal Mint, London, 
or at Heaton’s Mint, Birmingham, un- 
til 1908. At the time our present Mint 
building opened its doors, it was a 
branch of the Royal Mint of England. 
The Ottawa Branch of the Royal Mint 
was taken over by the Dominion of 
Canada in 1931 and has been known as 
the Royal Canadian Mint, a branch of 
Department of Finance, ever since. 
Inside the Mint's Gates, 

The Mint performs seyeral functions 
beyond the production of coins. As an 
ancillary activity of its coinage opera- 
tion, it strikes and issues thousands of 
medals each year, The Mint also has a 
Refinery Division where deposits of 
erude gold bullion and jewelry and 
dental serap gold are melted and re- 
fined for the Bank of Canada or for 
Sale on the free market. The third 
division of the Mint is charged with as- 
saying. The Assay Division is responsi- 
ble for quality control of all ingots,

coinage bars and finished coins, 

A further check on quality, one steep- 
ed in tradition but funtional as well, is 
held once a year in May. The “Trial 
of the Pyx,” a practice originating in 
1154, is held annually by three Govyern- 
ment appointed Assay Commissioners, 
The Commissioners weight and assay 
coins set aside at random in sealed 
packets during the year (much as they 
meet the standards of weight and fine- 
ness established by law. 

Great care is taken to insure that all 
coins meet these standards, The pains- 
taking coinage process begins in the 
Mint’s melting house. Here all alloy 
coinage bars are melted and rough edg- 
es are removed. The bars are then 
reduced to the proper thickness in 
push button controlled rolling mills. 
After rolling (and, in the case of silver 
alloy, work hardening and annealing) 
the strip is cut and trimmed. Next, ma- 
chines cut discs from the strip at a rate 
up to 2,500 per minute. All blanks of 
any given denomination are made ex- 
actly the same size as the finished coin. 
The blanks are then softened in prep- 
aration for pressing and tumbled in a 
mild hot acid solution to give them a 
bright finish. Finally, in the press room, 
blanks become coins as they are struck 
between two steel dies, 

The coins are then automatically 
weighed and inspected visually for im- 
perfections in color or shape. Imperfec- 
fect coins are remelted. Coins that pass 
inspection are counted by automatic 
telling machines, ‘packed in bags and 
eventually shipped to various parts of 
Canada on requisitions from the Bank 
of Canada. 

The Mint also has a Numismatic 
Section to handle collectors’ requests 
for “uncirculated” coins. Such coins 
are run off the press singly and receive 
special polishing and especially close 
inspection. : 

Tons of Coinage Metals 

As one can well imagine, the produc- 
tion of 400 million coins requires rath- 
er considerable amounts of metals. Our 
coinage for 1963 consumed 367 tons of 
silver, 1,068 tons of copper, 220 tons of 
nickel and 20 tons of zine and tin. 

The Royal Canadian Mint issues 
in three materials—two alloys and a 
pure metal. 
cent, and 10-cent pieces are made of a 
silver alloy consisting of 800 parts sil- 
ver and 200 parts copper. Our one- 
cent pieces are made of bronze, an alloy 
containing 98 per cent copper and some 
tin and zinc. The Canadian five-cent 
piece is made of pure nickel, and is thus 
a true nickel. The United States five- 
cent piece has less claim to the nick- 
name since it is an alloy containing a- 
bout 75 per cent copper and 25 per 
cent nickel. 

Canada, which {ssued its first pure 
nickel five-cent piece in 1922 to replace 
a much smaller silver-alloy coin, is one 
of 47 countries, by recent count, which 
use nickel and its alloys in the coin- 
age systems, As the world’s largest 
producer of nickel, Canada issued one 
of its comparatively rare commemora- 
tive coins —fittingly a nickel “nickel” 
—in 1951 to mark the two hundredth 
anniversary of the discovery of the ele- 
ment by Axel Frederick Cronstedt. 

In anticipation of the 1967 celebra- 
tion of the hundredth anniversary of 
the Confederation of Canada, another 
commemorative coin—a silver-dollar— 
Was issued this year, The reyerse side 
of the coin commemorates the pre- 
Confederation conferences in Charlot- 
tetown and Quebec City in 1864. The 
obverse, like the obverse of Canadian 
coins of all denominations, bears the 
effigy of Queen Wlizabeth I. 

The Royal Canadian Mint will prob- 
ably issue eight to ten million of these 
dollars in 1964... and over 888 million 
other coins. It will also strike thous- 
ands of medals and refine seyeral mil- 
lion fine ounces of gold. In fact, the 
way it looks as we approach mid-year, 
we will probably make more money, 
and burn the lights later more often, 
in 1964 than ever before,

A new programme of increas- 
ed financial aid to assist On- 
tario municipalities in fighting} 
urban blight is announced by 
the Honourable J. W. Spooner, 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, 
The broadened programme. in 
conjunction with recent 
amendments to the Planning 
Act, will place Ontario in the 
lead among all the Provinces 
taking advantage of the Fed- 
eral urban renewal programme, 
and will parallel the new Fe- 
deral legislation which amend- 
ed renewal section of the Na- 
tional Housing Act, 1954. 

Under the new policy the 
Province will extend its pro- 
gramme to include not only the 
acquisition and clearance of 
land in approved areas, but 
also: 

(A) Broaden cost sharing to 
include the preparation of de- 
tailed urban renewal area stu- 
dies and the on-site administra- 
tion of resulting projects. 

(B) Broaden cost sharing to 
include certain new and im- 
proved municipal services- in| 
an urban renewal area to fa-| 
cilitate the disposal of cleared| 
land. | 

({C) Arrange loans between 
the municipality and the} 
Federal Government to assist! 
municipalities to meet part of 
their share of costs should this 
be desirable. 

(D) Whereas blighted areas 
previously had to have a sub- 
stanial housing content in or- 
der to receive financial assis- 
tance, the new policy will in- 
clude areas other than resi- 
dential. 

While the aid is broadened 
it will not be a programme of 
automatic contributions.

Gambling With Lives 

In a stinging indictment of the con- 
struction industry, G. J. Samson, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Construction Saf- 
ety Associations of Ontario, with the 
full backing of his Executive, pointed a 
finger at that segment of the industry 
engaged in the digging of trenches and 
warned that the gamble with men’s 
lives must cease. 

“All around this Provinee,” Mr. Sam- 
son said, “Men are this very day in the 
act of digging their own graves. They 
may not know it, but certainly 
the men who employ them do and it 
is their moral responsibility to stop 
this chance taking with men’s lives just 
as much as it is the responsibility of 
the workman himself to refuse to climb 
into any hole that is not properly 
shored up.” 

To further emphasize the Construc- 
tion Safety Associations concern for 
this flagrant disregard of the Trench 
Excavators Protection Act, Mr. Sam- 
son cited a full page advertisement in 
daily newspapers throughout Ontario 
which is in effect a Warning to con- 
struction workers to actually refuse to 
go into a trench that is not shored up. 

The urgency of the campaign is 
borne out in newspaper, radio and tele- 
vision reports of the past couple of 
weeks telling of men rescued from near 
death after they had been buried in 
cave-ins, Some of these men will ney- 
er fully recover from the effects of the 
ordeal. They are, however, lucky to 
be alive. 

The tragic consequences of a man 
buried alive in a trench touches the 
entire community. The irresponsible 
segment of the construction industry 
responsible for this game of chance 
with men’s lives must bear the full 
brunt of this frank and provocative 
safety campaign. 


Critic Favors 


Our World’s Fair 


There are great world’s fairs and 
merely good ones, and, according to 
the Toronto book critic and writer 
Robert Pulford, New York has a good 
fair but Montreal may well create a 
great one. Fulford, a columnist for 
MacLean’s magazine, recently visited 
the spectacular New York fair and then 
talked to the men who are building 
Expo 67 in Montreal, 

“One way to assess a world’s fair is 
to assess its effect on history,” he says 
in the current MacLean’s, “Does it, in 
some way change the world? My im- 
pression at this point is that the an- 
swer for New York is no; but for Mont- 
real it may well be yes.” 

Fulford says the New York fair pre- 
Sents an accurate and often enthralling 
picture of our society and suggests 
both the freedom and chaos of modern 
civilization. “But it fails entirely,” he 
adds, “to make this civilization coher- 
ent.”

End Of Era 


The hauling down of the Admirality 
Flag, crimson with gold horizontal foul 
anchor, from the Admiralty building in 
Whitehall, London, marked the end of 
an era in Britain’s history. 

The office of Lord High Admiral, 
whose flag this is, has existed, with oc- 
casional breaks, for over 600 years. 
From the earliest days the country’s 
maritime affairs had been entrusted to 
a single high officer of state but in the 
year 1629 his functions were put in the 
hands of commissioners for executing 
the office of Lord High Admiral, or the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty. 
The sovereign, however, still retained 
the prerogative of reappointing an in- 
dividual as Lord High Admiral, or even 
of holding the office himself. Charles 
Il, for example, conferred the office on 
his brother, James Duke of York, later 
King James I, and the last man to be 
Lord High Admiral was the Duke of 
Clarence known as the “Sailor” Prince 
and later King William IV who held the 
office in 1827. 

In recent years there have been nine 
members of the Board, two political 
appointments, the First Lord of the 
Admiralty and the Civil Lord, six naval 
officers, known as Sea Lords and the 
Permanent Secretary. In former Um- 
es the whole Board changed if there 
was a new government, but in recent 
years only the political members of the 
Board have changed. Since the office 
of Lord High Admiral! was first put into 
commission in 1628 the flag of the Lord 
High Admiral has flown over the Ad- 
miralty office; it was only lowered to 
half-mast on the death of the Sov- 
ereign. 

Now the Admiralty as a separate gov- 
ernment department is no more. It 
has been absorbed into the reorganized 
Ministry of Defence and the running of 


the navy will be in the hands of the . 


Navy Department of the Ministry of 
Defence headed by the Admiralty 
Board, not—be it noted—the “Navy 
Board” as originally proposed. Parlia- 
ment itself decided, after lively debate, 
that the old title should continue. 
Moreover, the office of Lord High Ad- 
miral has been retained and has been 
assumed by the Queen, who will, no 
doubt, fly the flag when she next visits 
the Fleet—Naval News Summary.

“Another 
thing”, he added, “a man who 
has an ordinary weed sprayer 
might have fewer headaches 
using the emulsion type rather 
than the powder which may 
plug up some of the small jets. 
this is one reason I would re- 
commend the emulsion type to 
those who have ordinary weed 
sprayers’. 

Agricultural representative 
Brown said the farmer must 
get 25 to 35 gallons of fluid 
per acre containing 2 pounds 
of this powder or one and one- 
half pints of the emulsion type. 


In appearance the worm is} 


fairly smooth, and about one 
inch and a quarter in size. It 
has a dark stripe down the 
back aand a dark stripe down 
each side, In oats the army 
worm feeds on the head of the 
oat and in feeding they cut 
some of the oats off and they 
fall to the ground.

In corn they feed up on the 
leaves and in the whorls of the 
leaves and stay close to the 
stalk and don’t go down to 
the ground.

The crosses that are 
part of the Union Jack represent much 
of what we in Canada from whatever 
yaee we spring, all honour as precious 
and good in our heritage... IT do not 
believe that any of us in this country 
regard the Union Jack as being a sym- 
bo! of conquest or subjugation. It is 
under the Union Jack that the institu- 
tions of this Canadian nation have 
grown and developed and have brought 


PART OF THE WHOLE 


Councillor David Logan made a 
shrewd and penetrating observation at 
Lindsay council on Monday evening 
when he commented on Lindsay’s re- 
Jationship to Victoria county. “If we 
are to be a part of the county organisa- 
tion we should help make the system 
work, he said, “even if it is partly to 
our detriment”. 

The point is well made. At the 
same meeting Mayor Joseph Holtom 
had spoken strongly against a county 
assessment organisation because 
“Lindsay has efficient and expensive 
machinery already in operation”. Reeve 
Moore also sald “If you go to county 
council with the idea of pushing things 
for Lindsay you won't get to first base”. 

“We should not have a separate 
Standard for the town and for the 
county council” observed David Logan, 
“even if we do pay one third of the debt 
charges incurred by county council’. 
He added that this type of thinking 
prevailed throughout the county and 
said if it continued nothing would get 

~ done. 

This is a fine stand and Councillor 
Logan is to be commented. Too often 
councils look at matters from a purely 
parochial viewpoint and refuse to take 
part in projects for county betterment 
because they may not bring sufficent 
returns to that council’s immediate 
area. 


NOT A MINOR ISSUE 

Opposition Leader John Diefenbaker 
re-opened the flag debate a week early 
Wednesday night with a pledge to op- 
pose any Canadian design that excludes 
the Union Jack, 

In a nation-wide television and radio 
address on the CBC’s “Nation’s Busi- 
ness” he appealed to Canadians to 
bombard Mr. Pearson with letters and 
telegrams. “Speak out, speak up, send 
word, but make clear to the Parliament 
of Canada what you want”, he said. 

Canada’s flag is not a minor public 
issue. The fact that many people in 
the province of Quebec do not want a 
Canadian flag that includes the Union 
Jack and that thousands of other 
Canadians elsewhere insist the Union 
Jack should be preserved, is evidence 
enough that the issue is of importance 
to the public. 

A few people suggest the new flag 
should be accepted because there is 
more important business for Parlia- 
ment to discuss. This is a ridiculous 
attitude to take, the acceptance and 
pride in a country’s flag is of great im- 
portance. 

We repeat again what we and others 
have said before. The only satisfac- 
tory solution to the dilemma is a na- 
tional plebiscite. The flag issue is now 
a partisan issue and the only solution 
is to let the people decide. If Mr. Pear- 
son will not agree to a plebiscite, the 
matter may yet become an election is- 
sue, whether an election is wanted or 
not.

Wool Gathering 

Sending wool from Scotland to Aus- 
tralia, probably the largest wool-pro- 
ducing country in the world, sounds 
incredible, but it’s true. Reporting this 
fact in the BBC General Overseas 
‘Scottish Magazine’ programme, A. J. 
Campbell said: “Scottish unprocessed 
wool to Australia for carpet manufac- 
ture, for Australian wools are too fine 
for this particular need.” Campbell de- 
cided to gather some facts about wool 
in Scotland after he had learnt that 
Scottish tweed exports for 1968 were 
worth over £8,000,000 sterling; and 
that the total production of tweed dur- 
ing the year rose to over 20,000,000 
Square yards, 


Visiting a large depot in Paisley, 
Campbell found wool in bulk rather 
overwhelming. “It’s like a grand 
canyon, a succession of canyons, bale 
upon towering bale of it. Here the 
expert eye and expert finger can tell 
the origins of different wools; black- 
faced North-country Cheyiots; Bord- 
er Leicesters; sheep from - heathery 
Highland moors and rolling Border 
hills; sturdy little sheep from the Welsh 
Marches and mountains; more from 
the gently swelling Cotswold and Wilt- 
shire plains.” 


The wool was bought, graded, sort- 
ed and auctioned by the British Wool 
Marketing Board, then bought by the 
company who then sold it through the 
normal trade channels, “They buy in 
from overseas as well,” said Campbell 
“from the rolling plains of Australia, 
the pasture lands of New Zealand, the 
warm Karoo of South Africa, even from 
the far-off Falkland Islands. Almost 
all of the trade is in sheep wool, with 
an occasional yenture into a more ex- 
otic fibre, like cashmere.”

The British Columbia Legislature un- 
der the Social Credit Government of 
Mr. Bennett has a printed record of 
sorts which purports to give public in- 
formation of what goes on in the 
Chamber. The “Vancouver Province” 
has been complaining about the ade- 
quacy of this record and argues that 
the rules are being made always for 
the benefit of the governing party, 
which has an overwhelming majority. 


Comparison with the British House 
of Commons, which has had a printed 
record for a long time, is inevitable.

Cottage Hazards 

The Ontario College of Pharmacy 
warns that summer cottages, isolated 
from medical care, often present haz- 
ards particularly to children. 

As the licensing and disciplinary 
body for Ontario's 4,200 pharmacists, 
the College maintains a staff of field in- 
spectors who have recently completed 
tours covering pharmacies in most re- 
sort areas of the province. Inspectors 
report most pharmacists’ anticipating 
the usual summertime requests by out- 
of-towners for special prescriptions and 
other pharmacy services, 

Inspectors also report that pharmac- 
ists are anxious that people be warned 
against hazards present in summer 
cottage areas. The College issues 
these recommendations: 

1. Do not store hazardous materials 
... gasoline, oil, cleaning solvent, etc. 
in beverage bottles. 

2. Keep drugs and articles such as 
suntan lotion, insect repellent, out of 
the reach of children, 

8. Teach older children to recognize 
and avoid poison oak and poison icy. 

4, Take precautions to avoid excess 
exposure to insect bites. 

5. Although snake bites are a rare 
occurrence, all precautions should be 
taken to avoid them and each member 
of the family should know the names of 
local doctors and hospitals equipped 
to treat snake bites. 

6. Keep adequate first aid equipment 
in the car, cottage or boat. 

Pharmacists in small towns and re- 
sort areas are a good source of local 
health care information for out-of- 
town yacationers, according to the col- 
lege. The pharmacist can supplyy va- 
cationers with the names and phone 
numbers of local doctors, dentists, hos- 
pitals, ambulance seryices, ete. It is 
good practice to check with your phar- 
macist on these details at the start of 
the vacation.

If one of the brake lights is not func- 
tioning, ‘pumping gives the effect of a 
turn signal to the other brake light, 
which could completely mislead fol- 
lowing traffic. This is an additional 
reason why all car lights should be 
checked frequently, and replaced im- 
mediately when necessary.

The 
canoe is also one of the safest crafts 
afloat if the operator is experienced, 
but Ontario Safety League warns all 
beginners that they should know how 
to swim before commencing to learn 
the art of canoeing as there are special 
hazards for the beginner. 

There were an unusual number of 


canoeing fatalities last year in Ontario, 
involving in practically every instance, 


inexperienced paddlers. On the oth- 
er hand, Summer Camps in Ontario 
have conducted canoe trips for thous- 
ands of their trained campers under 
expert Supervisors over many miles of 
lakes and rivers under all conditions 
without a single loss of life. 

There is one Way to master the art 
of handling a canoe safely; find an ex- 
pert and practice under his supervis- 
ion. There are two basic rules which 
should never be forgotton. The first 
one is to always respect the limitations 
of a canoe with regard to load and its 
ability to take rough water which ap- 
plies to high wayes on open lakes, or 
rapids on rivers. ; 

The second rule states that the can- 
oe s your life jacket. If dumped out 
of a canoe, the first action should auto- 
matically be to grab the canoe and 
hang on; it will support you safely 
even when awash. A good conoesist 
has acquired knowledge which will 
stand him in good stead in the opera- 
tion of any type of water craft because 
a canoe reacts the same as any other 
boat, only faster . . . especially when 
capsizing! Ontario Safety League. 


Forgotten Food Of The Incas 


Of all the wealth of South America 
that European conquerors brought 
back to the Old World probably the 
humble potato was the richest prize. 
Modern research is now investigating 
other food of the Incas which never 
spread to the world at large. “In a re- 
cent broadcast of the BBC General 
Overseas Service programme ‘The 
Farming World, Robert Waller talked 
about a recent Oxfam grant of over 
£100,000 to aid research projects 
which will operate under the aegis of 
the Food and Agriculture Organisation 
with the assistarice of the Bolivian Goy- 
ernment, : 

Waller pointed out that on the high 
Andean plateau where the potato is 
indigenous many other very palatable 
tubers grow, on which the Incas relied 
heayily for food supplies when they 
maintained a great empire of their own. 
These had never spread to the rest of 
the world, and it was probable that 
with the break-up of the Inca civilisa- 
tion the strains had deteriorated. A 
number were now being scientfically 
bred to give higher yields and the con- 
siderable genetic variation suggested 
that it would be possible to produce 
strains that would flourish in other 
environments. : 

“These tubers are a source of car- 
bohydrates,” said Waller, “but the An- 
des also offers two cereals whose pos- 
sibilities have been virtually unexplor- 
ed. The small seeds are extremely pro- 
tein rich. They will grow at an eleya- 
tion that is prohibitive to wheat and 
barley, are frost and blight resistant 
and need little water. The present na- 
tive yields are from 440 to 880 pounds 
per acre, but results as high as 4,400 
pounds have been recorded under ex- 
perimental conditions.” 

It was hoped that the reseach pro- 
ject now being set up for the develop- 
ment of indigenous Andean food crops 
would improve living condition not only 
for Indians in Bolivia, but for others 
living in Chile, Peru, Ecuador, and Col- 
umbia, and possibly lead to a great ex- 
port trade. —BBC London Letter

COMPLETE PHYSICAL 
EXAM DEMANDS TIME 

These days, when you hear 
so much about the need for 
complete physical examina- 
tions as one of the prime tools 
in preventive medicine, many 
persons still aren't sure. 
They don’t quite understand 
what such an examination en- 
tails. I think it’s important 
to get it straight. Otherwise; 
too many leave the doctor's 
office convinced they “have 
had the works” when all they 
have had was a cursory, in- 
complete examination. Here’s 
an example of such a quan- 
dary: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: If you 
were me and wanted a com- 
plete and thorough physical 
examination, how would you 
get it across to your doctor? 
I mean an examination from 
to to bottom? At my last 
examination I had to ask for 
a sigmoidoscopic examination 
Sure enough he found four 
spots in my rectum that 
needed treatment. Could 
you please list what, in your 
opinion, is a complete examin- 
ation regardless of cost?—Mr. 
8. 


Comment: When you go in 
for a complete physical it is 
not necessary to ask for this 


or that diagnostic procedure, 
|the important thing is to seek 
out (with the help of your lo- 
cal medical society or hospi- 
tals) the names of physicians 
who are interested in preven- 
‘tive medicine. Once you find 
such a physician, he will make 
all the necessary decisions. If 
you should, on the other hand, 
just happen to wander into any 
doctor’s office (let's say one 
Whose waiting room js filled 
with over a dozen patients), 
chances are he wouldn’t have 
the time to give you a com- 
plete physical. 
TAKING GOOD HISTORY 
IMPORTANT 

First, the doctor intent on 
diagnosis, needs ample time. 
He musn’t be in a hurry. Tak- 
ling a good history is essential. 
Tf he doesn’t ask sufficient 
questions to develop a com- 
plete profile of you (physical, 
psychological, emotional, work 
habits, home environment, 
hobbies, etc.), he works in 
semi-darkness, Now suppose 
he has taken time for all this. 
What next? In a general way, 
\the complete physical (after 
the history-taking can be di 
vided into three main cate- 
gories:

First, he will examine you 
from hair to toes; “He will use 
the stethoscope to determine 
the soundness of your heart & 
lungs.

All ‘these procedures will 
have given him leads. If you 
have indeterminated indiges- 
tion he may want a gall blad- 
der X ray and gastro-intestinal 
series of X rays.

Ottawa, July 31—The Militia Coun- 
cil, at a special meeting yesterday, 
made preliminary arrangements for 
sending a first contingent of 20,000 
to 25,000 men to aid the Imperial fore- 
es in case Britain is drawn into the 
war. The British War Office has also 
been advised that it can rely on quick 
action by the Canadian Militia forces, 
The militia headquarters’ staff have 
plans for mobilization already prepared 
and every official has been instructed 
as to his duties in case Canada is ask- 
ed to send a contingent. The perma- 
nent force at Halifax, Hsquimalt and 
other points have been ordered to be

Freedom of the Press 

What precisely is meant by that 
familiar phrase, freedom of the press? 

Fundamentally it is not a special 
privilege reserved for newspaper pub- 
lishers. It is rather a phase of a much 
larger freedom — the freedom of all 
men to speak their minds openly and 
without fear. The press claims no 
right which should not belong to every 
citizen in a democracy. But freedom 
of the press is an all-important part of 
this larger freedom because under 
modern conditions, the press is the 
principal agency by which the ordinary 
man receives the information he needs 
to judge the actions of his rulers and 
make up his mind on public affairs, 
Without newspapers, or with only gaged 
and blindfolded ones, he is in the dark, 
and helpless. An unfettered press is 
therefore one of the essential bulwarks 
of a democratic nation. 

If any proof be needed, it is supplied 
by the record of the totalitarian dicta- 
torships which have darkened the 
twentieth century, Rigid control of 
all sources of public information, and 
especially of newspapers was the corn- 
erstone on which all these regimes — 
Nazi, Fascist and Communist alike — 
were founded. Without it, they could 
hardly have lasted for more than a few 
months. With it, they could keep 
their peoples in blinkers and drive them’ 
on any course they chose. The calam- 
ities of our age, its fear and insecurity, 
stem in no small measure from the sim- 
ple fact that at critical periods great 
sections of the earth’s population have 
been prevented by their rulers from 
learning the real news of the world. 

These examples should provide a 
warning against any attempt, by gov- 
ernments or by private interests, to re- 
strict the essential freedom of the

Unemployment Figures 


An estimated 6,760,000 persons were 
employed in June. The increase of 
152,000 from May was seasonal. Un- 
employment decline by 11,000 to 282,- 
000, a less-than-usual decrease for the 
month. The labour force rose by 141,- 
000 to 7,042,000 in June. Compared 
with a year earlier, employment was up 
225,000 and unemployment was down 
22,000. The labour force was 203,000, 
or 3.0 per cent, higher than in June 
1963. As usual, the eniployment in- 
creased between May and June was al- 
most entirely confined to non-farm in- 
dustries. In non-farm industries seas- 
onal employment gains were fairly gen- 
eral. However, the increase in con- 
struction employment between May 
and June was below average for the 
time of year. Some 97,000, or almost 
two-thirds of the May-to-June increase 
in employment was persons under 25 
years of age, a somewhat larger pro- 
portion than in most previous years. 
The employment increase among per 
Sons 25 years of age and over was be- 
low average; the May-to-June gain of 
55,000 this year compares with an ay- 
erage of 82,000 over the same period 
in the past ten years. Compared with 
& year earlier, total employment was up 
225,0000, or 3.4 per cent. Non-farm 
employment increased by 241,000, or 4.1 
per cent. Apart from construction 
which registered a moderate decline, 
almost all non-farm industries shared 
in the year-to-year improyement. The 
largest gains were in service and manu- 
facturing. Unemployment declined by 
11,000 to 282,000 between May and 
June. The drop was less than season- 
al, reflecting, in part, a large influx of 
students into the labour market.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; 1 have 
been to two doctors. Both a- 
gree that I have a rupture, an 
inguinal hernia. It bulges a 
little in my right groin when I 
cough or lift something heavy. 

But they disagree on treat- 
ment. Iam 32 and am a clerk. 
One says, “There’s no good 
reason for getting cut up now. 
You work at a desk. With or- 
dinary care and wearing a 
truss it may never cause you 
any real trouble”. And the 
other says, “By all means 
have it taken care of right 
away. Surgery is the only 
real cure of a hernia. Besides 
when you get older it may 
even catise very serious com- 
plications”. ; 

I'd appreciate a third opin- 
fon to settle this problem.~

Comment: Neither all good 
nor bad things come in threes. 
Neither do solutions of medi- 
cal problems. Nevertheless, 
here’s another opinion to add 
to your growing list.

derstand, let’s settle on a sim- 
ple diagnosis of what a hernia 
is. It’s actually a weakness in 
a wall or tissue which allows 
the inner tissue to break 
through, Common examples 
are umbilical hernia in the 
newborn, Everyone has seen 
these bulges of the 
‘putton” which often frightens 
parents. In most cases, how- 
lever, as the infant’s muscles 
strengthens, this type of her- 
nia disappers in months or 
years. 

Another example is dia- 
phragmatic or hiatal hernia, 
in which some content of the 
abdominal cavity bulges 
through a weakened dia- 
phragm into the chest cavity. 
Often medical treatment will 
alleviate the symptoms (heart- 
burn, regurgitation, pain, etc.)
